According to the troopers, Trent 
told the following story about the 
killing: 
Dickson, Trent and the woman, 
left Wyatt Saturday 
night 
and 
walked along Mississippi County 
Road EE to 
the 
junction 
with 
Highway 60. The woman, it is al­ 
leged, is married to Slaughter who 
is away in another state and she 
had 
been living with Dickson. 


The argument started between the 
men over alleged talk concerning 
the latter and the woman. When 
the argument was at its hottest an­ 
other man, an older Negro, came 
up carrying a shotgun and tried to 
pacify them. Both men jumped on 
the newcomer, beat him us, took 
the weapon away from him and 
started on along the road,

Trent and Dickson got to arguing 
again and it developed in to a 
list fight during which Dickson 
was knocked, or fell, into the ditch 
| along the road. As Dickson tried 
to climb out Trent, it is said, took 
I the weapon from the woman, who 
: hud been 
carrying it, and hit 
Dickson over the head, crushing^ 
i his skull and breaking the stock 
I of the gun. He also hit him with 
the barrel of the gun, Trent said. 
Inquiries at Wyatt revealed, it 
was reported, that all three had 
been drinking and were intoxicat­ 
ed when they left the town.

Saturday 
the body was not discovered until 
daylight when a passing motorists 
saw it and called Sheriff Scott 
shortly before 7 Sunday morning.

Alta and Ky. 31 Fescues 
Adapted Over Wide Area

No grasses have spread over 
such a wide area in recent years 
as the tali fescues—Alta and Ky 
31. Their popularity is not be­ 
cause of fine texture and palat- 
ability but their adaptability, 
yields and utilization under vari­ 
ous soil and moisture conditions, 
outstanding is their ability to 
maJte growth during late fall and 
early spring, thus extending the 
pasture season. 
Distant and independent ori­ 
gins—Alta in Oregon and Ky 31 
in Kentucky—have not prevented 
either being used in place of the 
other wherever tall fescue is 
grown. Each, however, has been 
outstanding in its own range 
of development. 
Under careful grazing manage­ 
ment where the lush young for­ 
age is utilized instead of allow­ 
ing it to become coarse and un­ 
palatable with age. tall fescues 
afford excellent grazing either 
alone or with compatible le­ 
gumes, but especially with the 
latter. Their strong growth has 
usually prevented the strong le­ 
gumes from dominating the mix­ 
ture and giving a bloat hazard 
to the pasture. 
Many do not realize how fast 
these fescues grow and thus al­ 
low them to get out of hand be­ 
fore pasturing or cutting for hay 
or silage. Close watch should be 
kept, so as to use them in prime 
condition. Most complaints of 
their 
coarseness 
are 
because 
they have been allowed to de­ 
velop too far before pasturing. 
Tall fescues will survive in 


relatively low lertility but good 
pasture requires adequate feed­ 
ing with phosphates and potash 
when grown with legumes, or 
nitrogen if legumes are not pres­ 
ent. 
Use of tall fescues for forage 
has largely over-shadowed their 
good traits for other uses, ac­ 
cording to Harry Schoth of Ore­ 
gon who developed Alta fescue. 
They are also valuable as soil 
conditioners because of their ex­ 
tensive root systems, which sup­ 
ply quantities of organic matter 
and serve to open up hard un­ 
dersurface soil layers. They are 
excellent 
along 
roadsides, 
on 
steep banks subject to erosion 
and in waterways. 
Complaints have been made 
that some commercial seed of 
Alta and Ky 31 is mixed with 
other grasses, particularly com­ 
mon ryegrass. The two seeds 
are so similar they cannot be 
separated by cleaning. This mix­ 
ture is not prevalent and can be 
avoided by buying certified seed 
from your supplier. Most of the 
Alta fescue produced in Oregon 
and over half the Kentucky pro­ 
duction of Ky 31 are certified 
i seed. 
The 1952 crop of over 50,000,- 
000 pounds, more than half of 
which was produced in Ken­ 
tucky and Oregon, is more than 
double the production of 1951 
and considerably over four times 
the average of the three preced­ 
ing years, 1948-50, so the supply 
for sowing in 1953 will probably 
be fully adequate.

No grasses have spread over 
such a wi^e area in recent years 
as the tali fescues—Alta and Ky 
31. Their popularity is not be­ 
cause of fine texture and palat- 
ability 
but their 
adaptability, 
yields and utilization under vari­ 
ous soil and moisture conditions, 
outstanding is their ability to 
make growth during late fall and 
early spring, thus extending the 
pasture season. 
Distant and independent ori­ 
gins—Alta in Oregon and Ky 31 
in Kentucky—have not prevented 
either being used in place of the 
other wherever tall fescue is 
grown. Each, however, has been 
outstanding in its own range 
of development. 
Under careful grazing manage­ 
ment where the lush young for­ 
age is utilized instead of allow­ 
ing it to become coarse and un­ 
palatable with age. tall fescues 
afford excellent grazing either 
alone or 
with 
compatible 
le­ 
gumes, but especially with the 
latter. Their strong growth has 
usually prevented the strong le­ 
gumes from dominating the mix­ 
ture and giving a bloat hazard 
to the pasture. 
Many do not realize how fast 
these fescues grow and thus al­ 
low them to get out of hand be­ 
fore pasturing or cutting for hay 
or silage. Close watch should be 
kept, so as to use them in prime 
condition. 
Most 
complaints 
of 
their 
coarseness 
are 
because 
they have been allowed to de­ 
velop too far before pasturing. . 
Tall fescues will survive in 


relatively low iertility but good 
pasture requires adequate feed­ 
ing with phosphates and potash 
when grown with legumes, or 
nitrogen if legumes are not pres­ 
ent. 
Use of tall fescues for forag® 
has largely over-shadowed their 
good traits for other uses, ac­ 
cording to Harry Schoth of Ore­ 
gon who developed Alta fescue. 
They are also valuable as soil 
conditioners because of their ex­ 
tensive root systems, which sup­ 
ply quantities of organic m atter 
and serve to open up hard un­ 
dersurface soil layers. They are 
excellent 
along 
roadsides, 
on 
steep banks subject to erosion 
| and in waterways. 
Complaints have been made 
that some commercial seed of 
Alta and Ky 31 is mixed with 
other grasses, particularly com­ 
mon ryegrass. The two seeds 
are so similar they cannot be 
separated by cleaning. This mix­ 
ture is not prevalent and can be 
avoided by buying certilied seed 
from your supplier. Most of the 
Alta fescue produced in Oregon 
and over half the Kentucky pro­ 
duction of Ky 31 are certified 
seed. 
The 1952 crop of over 50,000,- 
000 pounds, more than half of 
which 
was 
produced 
in 
Ken­ 
tucky and Oregon, is more than 
double the production of 1951 
and considerably over four times 
the average of the three preced­ 
ing years, 1948-50, so the supply 
for sowing in 1953 will probably 
be fully adequate.

adaptability,

ous soil and moisture conditions, 
outstanding is their ability to 
make growth during late fall and 
early spring, thus extending the 
pasture season. 
Distant and independent ori­ 
gins—Alta in Oregon and Ky 31 
in Kentucky—have not prevented 
either being used in place of the 
other wherever tall fescue is 
grown. Each, however, has been 
outstanding in its own range 
of development. 
Under careful grazing manage­ 
ment where the lush young for­ 
age is utilized instead of allow­ 
ing it to become coarse and un­ 
palatable with age, tall fescues 
afford excellent grazing either 
alone or 
writh 
compatible 
le­ 
gumes, but especially with the 
latter. Their strong growth has 
usually prevented the strong le­ 
gumes from dominating the mix­ 
ture and giving a bloat hazard 
to the pasture. 
Many do not realize how fast 
these fescues grow and thus al­ 
low them to get out of hand be­ 
fore pasturing or cutting for hay 
or silage. Close watch should be 
kept, so as to use them in prime 
condition.

They are also valuable as soil 
conditioners because of their ex­ 
tensive root systems, w’hich sup­ 
ply quantities of organic matter 
and serve to open up hard un­ 
dersurface soil layers. They are

steep banks subject to erosion 
and in waterways. 
Complaints have been made 
that some commercial seed of 
Alta and Ky 31 is mixed with 
other grasses, particularly com­ 
mon ryegrass. The two seeds 
are so similar they cannot be 
separated by cleaning. This mix­ 
ture is not prevalent and can be 
avoided by buying certified seed 
from your supplier. Most of the 
Alta fescue produced in Oregon 
and over half the Kentucky pro­ 
duction of Ky 31 are certified 
seed.
